No. I. Population of New South Wales: Annual Estimates 


Notes :— A 
1. The estimates of the population for periods between the 1961 and 1966 censuses of population and since 
the 1966 census have been prepared by adding to the population ascertained at the previous census the 
subsequent natural increase and estimated net migration. The estimated net migration component has 
been based on statistics of oversea migration by State of residence and estimates of interstate transfers of 
residence, with no allowance for holiday, business, or other similar short-term movements interstate. In 
population estimates shown for earlier years the net migration component was based on statistics of 
oversea migration by State of embarkation or disembarkation and approximate measures of all interstate 
movements. The population estimates have been revised in the light of the final 1966 census results. 

Statistics of population and migration have been rounded to the nearest hundred. 

2. Full-blood aborigines have been included in population estimates from 30th September, 1966, and in 
statistics of births and deaths (and hence, of natural increase) from Ist January, 1967. Differences between 
population estimates including aborigines and those purporting to exclude them should not be taken asa 
reliable measure of the number of full-blood aborigines.

drapery, housing, household supplies and equipment, and a miscellaneous group. 


Significant changes in consumer 


expenditure patterns have been reflected in the Index by the introduction of additional items and altered weighting 


patterns.
